safe wails or buildings to be taken down. 
They continued their work far into the 
night. It Is estimated that over five hun- 
dred buildings will be condemned. A 
prominent real estate agent say* that 
while some of tbe wooden buildings are 
habitable under fair circumstance*, moat 
of them are badly wrecked, and that 
there is scarcely a safe brick boHding in 
the city. The same gentleman estimates 
the loss and damage of real and personal 
pioperty In the city at from 910,000,000 
to 816,000,000.

The General Bawlina Statue.
